GROWING SUGGESTIONS FOR FAIRY CARPET BEGONTA--BEGONIA VERSICOLOR and REXES 


FAIRY CARPET BEGONIA--Begonia Versicolor as a species must grow in the tropical 
part of China in a densely shadei area. They require heavy shading to hold the 
vivid coloring. Here we have the best luck underneath the benches or in very ~ 
dense shade. Other than the need for very dense shade they take Rex Begonia or 
African Violet Culture. They like an acid soil and we u-« 20 parts well rotted 

oak leafmold to 6 parts peat. Avery small amount of very well rotted cow manure 
can be uced in the soil mix though we find most people use too much so we feel it 
best to use the leafmcld and peat and when necessary feed with commercial fertil 
izer or similar preparation. They do not liks alkaline w=ter or soil and some 
growers are having a little trouble with chlorine in the water too, They seem to 
prefer a light mix around them rather than the soil tightly packed around the roots. 
They prefer a minimum temperature of 55 to 65 degrees. Since our soil mix is coarse 
for the most part the plants must be watered every day when its very warm out on 
cool cloudy days less watering ig needed. They will stand more abuse and grow in a 
drier atmosphere than most rexegs. Twice a month or in a weaker golution every 

week supplementary feeding can be given to improve growth and color. 

Commercial fertilizers can be used if desired by following instructions on the 
package for houseplants. Thay requirs very little feeding so ve careful. Use care 
in feeding with fish fertilizers not +o get too much on the leaves. Be sure to 
wash the leaves weil s.'ter feeding as too much fertilizer on the leaves may burn 
them. Too much fertilizer ir the soil, too alkaline soil and water, too much 
chlorine in wates, and a crying out of the soil can each or all be causes of the 
leaves turning brew around tha edges, Overwatering without adequate drainage may 
also causo rot. Too much suulight gives a bleached effect on the plants and causes 
leaves tc rot. Plant in pots a little larger than the root ball preferably fern 
pais or at least not iio00 teep e@ pot. Transplant in 6 months or when ae hound if 
gooner than that. Je prover redwood boxes for pots. The time of rep otting will 
dep2nd largely on feeding and sare of the plant. They like a moist atmosphere 

In cry climates one way find it advis: +1. to place potted a moist soil, 
peat or sand in a container several incnzes lave niche ti po keeping this 
material woist but net suggy the atme-+ here wii) Wrnoist enough to prevent drying 
around the leaf edges dus to too dry an atmospnere., Use care in watering not to 
get plants soggy wet. Our watering ir. Ste done overhead and here it 
doesn't hurt the plonts to get the leaves ere powdery mildew is a problem

About two years ago we re- 
ceived a small package of begonia plants from a collector in Cen- 
tral China. They were very badly dried out with no live leaves, 
only shrivelled rhizomes, however we pulled most of them through 
and two of them were Begonia Versicolor, the loveliest leaf we 
had ever seen, just what we had been looking for in our hybridiza- 
tion work. It reaches nearly maximum size in a 4-inch pot, blooms 
most of the year with the largest leaves under 5 inches. It seems 
to cross fairly well with other varieties and we now have flowering 
crosses with Rex, Cathayana, Socotrana, Gogoensis and Griffithi. 
The Cathayana crosses are lovely enough to warrant introduction 
as Cathaversi and definitely promise orange colored blooms on an 
improved Versicolor in the second or third generation. We have 
seedlings growing of Versicolor crossed with our double scented 
tuberous and hope we are one step closer to a double scented 
flower on a lovely leaved rhizomateous fibrous begonia. We have 
been working toward this end for many years and have produced 
some very lovely plants, the first hybrids ever grown between rex 
and tuberous — Fantasy, Pink Fairy—Imperialis x tuberous, Ever 
Red and Ever Pink-tuberous x Sunderbruckii with double male 
flowers to four inches diameter with evergreen fibrous growth. 
They are weak and finicky and really not of value except for 
further generations of breeding work. We do not plan to propa- 
gate any except Fantasy and Ever Red on a very limited scale. 
We will work more with Versicolor, as it is what we consider the 
ideal size and the most beautiful velvet leaf. We are concentrat- 
ing at present on the propagation of Begonia Versicolor in quantity 
and will have 20,000 ready to go by May 1st with thousands ready 
ROW. They BTONES lovely we feel they will -sell- well enough to 
finance the future breeding work that will be of great value to 


everyone interested in house plants.
